‘He once was a reporter, was 
James C. Hagerty, and a good 
one, on The New York Times, 
where his father, hale and hearty 
at 76, is regarded with affection 
and respect as the top political 
writer. Therefore, he knows, as 
he sees them waiting for the 
President to deplane, that be- 
neath each shirt and shirtwaist, 
is beating a heart yearning for 
an exclusive newsbreak. 

It’s the same after the Presi- 
dent has met the reception com- 
mittee, waved to one and all, told 
-reporters he has come to rest, 
and departs for the seclusion of 
the Robert T. Jones cottage and 
the privacy of the Augusta Na- 
tional clubhouse grounds. The 
reporters go to their hotel on 
“the hill,’ more than a mile 
from the club. And there they 
have one lone contact with the 
President—Jim Hagerty.

“It isn’t so bad as far as the 
regular White House and Wash- 
ington correspondents are con- 
cerned,’”’ he said. ‘‘They know 
the President has come for a 
rest arid that, barring the unex- 
pected, there won’t be any news, 
and certainly no personal in- 
terviews. 


‘But, what touches me is that 
from all over the South eager 
young reporters, men and 
women, come in full of dreams 
and determination to get an ex- 
clusive interview, to find and 
write the great story of the 
year. They come—and all they 
get is me,” he said, with his 
slow grin. 

It may be because well before 
political destiny had touched 
him, President Eisenhower al- 
ways had a good time at the Au- 
gusta National golf club, and found 
the days warm and good, and the 
long walk around the testing 
course relaxing and _ soothing, 
that he finds himself yearning 
for it now when all days on the 
presidential treadmill are heavy 
and the grim arithmetic of war 
adds up to such awesome totals. 

And so, again in his Horatius- 
like job, James Hagerty will be 
standing on the bridge nr 
the press and the President 
Augusta, a state of affairs orl» 
assures only Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower of relaxation. 


Job 


A good press secretary must 
always remember a reporter has 
a job to do. Therefore, he must 
be sympathetic when there is no 
news, and lean of speech when 
there is. 

He must retrieve, with great 
finesse, any verbal blunders of 
the President, or of Cabinet or 
staff, whose careless words may 
have ricocheted into the public 
prints like so many bulls loose 
in China shops. It is necessary 
too, that he be able to bandage 
stepped-on-toes, and to rub oint- 
ment on wounded feelings. It is a 
very important job. And James 
Hagerty fills it as few men have. 

He, too, works hard. He finds 
himself getting home about ten 
o’clock each night—and in bed 
by 10:30. He sleeps well, and 
his health is just fine. It is 
making a family man of an old 
morning newspaper man. And 
that is something. 

So, here he is again at Au- 
gusta—making sure no one re- 
laxes but the President—since 
the latter is the only one who 
came seeking it. 

No nation puts as much weight 
on one man as does the United 
States of America when it 
chooses a president. It makes 
for loneliness. And it creates an 
awareness of the fact that the 
Congress, like the people, se 
cretly would like, now and then, 
for some strong man to make the 
more uncomfortable decisions. 
And so the President must be 
strong enough not to allow the 
Congress to escape its share of 
the burden and to keep his feet 
out of the paths that ones to 
the easier way. 

The first 80 days have been 
hard ones and no administration 
in our history has worked such 
long hours and as indefatigably 
as this one. And of them all 
none has toiled longer hours 
than Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

‘“‘He can really relax at the 
Augusta National,” said James 
C. Hagerty, shaking his head ad- 
miringly.

The State Supreme Court ruled 
Monday that a 1953 Atlanta city 
ordinance against drunken driv- 
ing is unconstitutional, 

In a five-to-one decision, the 
high court held that the city or- 
dinance is in conflict with gen- 
eral state law which makes 
drunken driving punishable in 
state courts as a misdemeanor. 


The ruling apparently gives the

TEHRAN, Iran, April 13 (®—An 
anonymous group calling them- 
selves active Army officers to- 
night accused Premier Moham- 
med Mossadegh of being a ‘‘foxy, 
stubborn old man’’ and threatened 
to lead an armed revolt to protect 
the monarchy. 


The announcement, in the form 
of leaflets scattered in Tehran’s 
streets, threatened to bring to a 
head a constitutional dispute be- 
tween the Premier and young 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi 
which has been boiling since Feb. 
2 when a mob chased Mossadegh 
out of his house. 


The Army officers made their 
threat on the eve of a meeting of 
the Majlis (lower house of Parlia- 
ment) at which sufficient deputies 
were expected to be present to act 
on a resolution separating the pow- 
ers of the government and the 
royal court. |

U. S. Sees 1,500 


More Prisoners 


Than Reported 


WASHINGTON, April 15 — 
(INS).—-The Army estimated to- 
night that North Korean and 
Chinese Communists are holding 
at least 1,500 more American 
prisoners than the 3,198 they listed 
nearly two years ago. 

The figure is based on an 
analysis of letters from prison- 
ers-of-war to their relatives in 
the U. S., and 1,500 of them are 
authentic. 

Since thousands a letters may 
have been received by families 
who did not turn them over to 
the Army, a spokesman said the 
number of prisoners may be as 
high as 6,500. 

The official also pointed out 
that the additional known figure 
of 1,500 can only partially be ac- 
counted for by the number of 
Americans captured since the 
original Red list was made pub- 
lic early in the truce talks.

Can't Be Serious 


No more disturbing proposal has 
been announced than that by Secretary 
of State Dulles recommending the agri- 
cultural and technical assistance pro- 
gram for nations with great areas of 
poverty and lack of knowledge of how 
to increase food production be aban- 
doned. It is almost inconceivable that 
President Eisenhower concurs or that 
GOP leadership in the Congress will 
allow the Dulles suggestion to prevail. 

Unhappily, much damage already is 
done by the bare announcement by the 
secretary. It will immediately set the 
best men in the program to looking for 
other jobs. It will fortify the idle in 
those countries where Point Four has 
not worked well to sit it out in the 
night clubs and the capital cities since 
these relatively few misfits will be the 
more convinced it is better to remain 
4n the comfortable cities than to get 


out in the field and teach. 
— - * 


Secretary Dulles’ statement is dis- 
turbingly unrealistic. He speaks vague- 
ly of foundations taking over, or of pri- 
vate capital going to work in “unde- 

veloped countries.” This reveals a lack 
of understanding. Private capital is at 
work in undeveloped areas where there 
is any chance of return. Oil companies 
and a newsprint company are building 
plants in India, as are fertilizer cor- 
porations. The World Bank is doing a 
really magnificent job of enabling pri- 
vate and governmental moves in for- 
eign countries to do a job of building. 

But Point Four was designed to 
teach, most of all, the European, Asiatic, 
and Oriental peasant, or farmer, that 
he can produce more food if he knows 
how, and that accepting the Communist 
doctrine will not, therefore, be neces- 
sary—as the Soviet propaganda con- 
stantly insists. 

As for foundations, the one bearing 
the name “Ford” has moved magnifi- 
cently and with great vision into that 
field. It has enabled the Indian pro- 
gram to be multiplied. But, where are 
there such foundations to stand beside 
Ford? The Rockefeller Foundation 
could do so—and for a long time has 
been doing so, but in another vitally 
necessary field—health. 

- . *

governmental help, but “not of great 
magnitude.” . Here again we reluctantly 
are persuaded the secretary has not 
studied the subject. Point Four has 
been “little aid” as opposed to “big aid,” 
in which waste and inefficiency have 
been a factor. “Big aid” has too often 
shipped tractors and other machinery 
which couldn’t be used by people who 
needed, first of all, some good seed, 
a grain hook which would cut, and a 
steel point on their wooden plows. 
About $300,000,000 has been spent on 
Point Four—a respectable sum, but 
less than what has been wasted on 
some visionary, ill-advised, unplanned 
“big aid” projects. 

> “Point Four” has been the first— 
and the only—program of aid we have 
devised which enabled the peoples of 
backward countries to see and know 
the real heart of the American people. 
It has had its failurés when the men 
and women who went to serve it were 
too lazy or too unimaginative to go to 
work. But, by and large, it is a suc- 
cess story in aid and diplomacy. 

Mr. Dulles’ statement comes at a 
time when a New York Times survey 
reports that a morale problem among 
federal employees is seriously curtail- 
ing American diplomatic and propa- 
ganda efforts at home and overseas at 
a critical moment in the cold war. 

President Eisenhower reportedly 
wishes to transfer Point Four to the 
Mutual Security Agency. This is better 
than abandonment, but it makes of it 
a temporary agency in status. We trust 
the President will move boldly and 
courageously to save and cherish the 
program.

Let's Move From 


Minimum to Adequate 


Georgia educational leaders have 
taken the first concrete and practical 
step toward moving from a minimum 
to an adequate educational program for 
the state. In appointing a 16-member 
committee to explore the needs and to 
present them to the people of Georgia, 
they are approaching the situation in 
the only practical way. 

We can look, listen and study. We 
can then reject or approve as our con- 
science dictates. But only if the peo- 
ple know their problem, its alternative 
solutions and the consequences of drift- 
ing can they arrive at a conclusion. 

The program to extend the Minimum 
Foundation to an adequate school sys- 
tem for Georgia was inherent in the idea 
of the MEFP from the beginning. The 
minimum approach was just that—a

minimum until we could do better. The 
first public discussions about moving 
from the minimum to the adequate 
were initiated three years ago and re- 
ceived the editorial backing of The At- 
lanta Constitution. 

It is time now to start moving. We 
are not satisfied with the minimum pro- 
gram that was designed to fit minimum 
needs based on conclusions that are now 
inapplicable. Georgia has 90,000 more 
children between 1 and 5 years of age 
than the MEFP anticipated and this has 
resulted in a huge increase in need for 
teachers, buildings, equipment, trans- 
portation and supervision. 

This is not an individual problem no 
more than its solution is an individual 
one. The MEFP was the work of many 
people, educators, civic leaders, par- 
ents—the people. If we are to havé 
an adequate program, it must be accom- 
plished in the same way.

On March 18 last, 
Senator Johnson in a press release about 
the winding up of the work of his commit- 
tee, said: 

‘‘The committee has proven itself to be 
a bargain—one of the best bargains obtain- 
able. Since its formation—up to yesterday 
—the total cost of the Gommittee has been 
$289,873. 

‘In return for that investment, the coun- 
try has received savings of well over 
$1,000,000,000 in rubber, over $500,000,000 in 
tin purchases and incalculable but undoubt- 
edly substantial savings in the cost-con- 
sciousness program.’”’ 


The fact is that foreign producers were 
gouging the American people by forcing up 
the prices of rubber and tin which were 
needed for our stockpile of war materials 
after the Korean. War broke out. Senator 
Johnson and his committee reports didn’t 
hesitate to use the word, ‘‘gouging.”’ 


The Texas senator said in one report: 

“Unless immediate céoperation was 
forthcoming from the tin-producing coun- 
tries, the United States would have to act 
unilaterally and take drastic action to pro- 
tect itself from the stranglehold of the 
international tin combine.’’ 


The result was that tin prices started 
falling—all as a result of the ‘‘negotiation’’ 
by the Senate preparedness committee. 

It is significant that some of the tin pro- 
ducers tried to drive a wedge between the 
Department of State and the Senate com- 
mittee by issuing a pamphlet implying that 
the State department disagreed with the 
recommendations of the committee. The

Critics Beginning 
To Plague GOP 


WASHINGTON—With nearly three 
months of the Eisenhower administration 
completed, it is pertinent to attempt some 
assessment of it thus far, chiefly because 


Republicans . themselves, including rank- 
and-file voters, as well 
as Democrats who sup- 
ported a change, are 
beginning to ask criti- 
cal questions. 

This was exemplified 
in the sobered and de- 
fensive attitude among 
members of the Repub- 
lican National Commit- 
tee who came here 
from all parts of the 

Re country last week to 

elect a new chairman, Judge Leonard W. 

Hall of New York, former House member, 

to succeed Wesley Roberts who had re- 

signed. 


An apologetic note crept into the 
speeches and conversation, with blame for 
the slow start on the tangle which Repub- 
licans claimed Democrats had left behind. 
As the committee met, it read in the news- 
papers a long statement from its national 
publicity headquarters here about accom- 
plishments so far, which really added up to 
very little when the water was squeezed out. 


The criticism boils down to the rather 
trite question: ‘‘When is the administration 
going to get off the ground?’’ or, in the 
plain language the voter uses: ‘‘When are 
they going to do something?” 


In letters that. come in—patently from 
disappointed Democratic partisans—there is 
a comparison of the retarded and uncer- 
tain pace of this administration and the 
famous, dizzy “‘first hundred days”’ of the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt administration. 


Republicans are nettled at this compari- 
son, and properly. For the two eras are 
not comparable. In 1933 the country was 
almost literally flat on its back and gasping 
from depression, with no way to go but up. 
Now there is prosperity and full employ- 
ment and no need for dramatic measures 
of the early New Deal sort. 

Generally, the administration thus far 
has been one of negativism, which is the 
usual course of ‘“‘retrenchment,”’ and that 
is neither inspiring nor thrilling for the 
moment, however salutary it might prove 
in the long run. 

Another thing has happened, too. While 
public interest chiefly is in the President, 
as always, he has, by lack of dramatic 
ventures, as well as by avowed intent, let 
emphasis shift to Congress. That is a con- 
glomerate body that never gives off a clear 
light, but a diffused and unsteady glow. 

Congress has accomplished very little 
as yet, with the limelight at the Capitol 
mostly on personalities, notably Sen. Joe 
McCarthy of Wisconsin. The President has 
passed up the only chance for the spec- 
tacular and dramatic in that area by his 
refusal to enter open personal combat with 
the senator,

Economic Consequences of Peace 
Said Terrifying to Administration 


WASHINGTON—Peace moves now in the 
making at Moscow and in Korea have 
heavy political and economic overtones that 
are causing a certain amount of jitterness 
in Washington, no less than in the stock 
market. Everyone is in favor of a peaceful 
settlement of the Ko- 
rean conflict, but the 
economic consequences 
of peace, in its broader 
aspects, is beginning to 
have a terrorizing ef- 
fect on the administra- 
tion and the party in 
power. 

The disturbing fac- 
tor in the situation is 
that for the past decade 
and more the United 
States economy has been closely attuned to 
a vast defense program, involving unprece- 
dented governmental expenditures. At the 
present time, for example, we are operat- 
ing on a federal budget that calls for some 
$50,000,000,000 annually in. military outlays. 
With the exception of a short interlude be- 
tween the end of World War II and the out- 
break of the Korean conflict, the budget 


has carried a similar heavy military de- 


fense burden for the past dozen years. 

All of this has caused a tremendous im- 
pact on the national economy. Largely be- 
cause of these defense expenditures, most 
areas of the nation last year enjoyed un- 
paralleled prosperity. Americans in 1952 
earned more, spent more and laid: aside 
more savings than they did in 1951. And, 
according to the Department of Commerce, 
‘there were few industries not experiencing 
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production and sales higher’? in 1952 than 
in 1951. Gross national product rose to 
$346,000,000,000, and total personal income 
—the sum of income from all sources—ad- 
vanced 514 per cent to $268,500.000,000, with 
employment reaching new peaks. Only 2.7 
per cent—and exceedingly low figures—of 
the total labor force of 66,500,000 workers 
“was unemployed. ‘ 

The question that’ causes _ jitterness 
among governmental leaders and econo- 
mists is what will happen to our now pros- 
perous economy if the rug is jerked out 
from under the national economy to the 
tune of these extra billions we have been 
spending for defense and our operations in 
Korea. Obviously, the answer is that it 
would cause tremendous repercussions. 

So far as some of our leading economists 
are able to see, the present year promises 
to continue the high level of prosperity we 
experienced last year, assuming that the 
current defense program is carried out. 
Prospects for 1954 are viewed with less 
certainty and the real test would not come 
ordinarily until 1955, when defense spend- 
ing is scheduled to level off. But the sud- 
den emergence of peace would impose a 
new set of factors. 

President Eisenhower has been made 
fully aware of the concern that is felt by 
economists and business heads and those 
who know him say he can be relied upon 
to proceed with caution. Mf a measure, 
this explains why there has been less talk 
lately of bringing the budget into balafice 
this year and lopping off all the defense 
funds promised by eae 8 during the 
campaign.

I am reminded of what John 
Bright long ago said of Disraeli: ‘He is a 
self-made man who worships his creator.” 

My acquaintance fails to give credit to 
a multitude of persons who have directly 
and indirectly contributed to his success. 
His health is possible because through long 
centuries unselfish servants have endeav- 
ored to safeguard human life. 

His property is protected by the strong 
arm of the law and by the vigilance of the 
fire department. His business profit comes 
from a host of persons who have purchased 
his goods. I could go on to mention the 
many, many hands which prepare the food 
he eats and the others who have assisted 
in furnishing the home he enjoys. 

I asked an automobile salesman a few 
days ago, ‘“‘How many persons did it take 
to put this new car together?”’ He laughed 
and said, “‘Well, if you count the natives 
on the rubber plantations and the men who 
go down mine shafts to get precious metals 
and the processors, the assemblers and the 
manufacturers, wouldn’t 10,000 be a mini- 
mum estimate?” 

Once, so an old fable goes, a contest was 
held in the animal kingdom to see which 
bird could fly the highest. The wren claimed 
the prize for it rode on the eagle’s back as 
high as the mighty eagle could fly and then 
took off by itself for even a higher altitude. 
The elders of the animal kingdom got to- 
gether and, challenging the claims of the 
wren, awarded the championship to the 
eagle, for that bird not only flew to a great 
height but also carried a passenger.

The boys were passing the time, he said, 
with rummy and canasta. 


The frozen river at the camp had pro- 
vided a break in a monotonous routine in 
that it afforded a chance at skating. The 
boy’s letter didn’t say skating, however. 
He used the word “‘sliding.’’ It is doubtful 
that the Reds furnished the POWs ice 
skates. 

Even more than the men in the lines, 
the boys behind the barbed wire want mail 
from home—with pictures. The Cater lad 
reports that he has had 24 letters during 
the time he has been a captive. He is 
particularly interested in the new models 
in automobiles. 

Bob Cater won’t be among those 120 
Americans whose exchange is likely most 
any day now. His daddy is glad the boy 
is not among the sick and wounded, but 
he’s hoping with his fingers crossed that 
those fellows over there will work out a 
further exchange that will bring his son 
home.

George Blasts Critics 
Of Soviet Peace Moves

WASHINGTON, April 1 


3—Republican leaders in and 


outside of Congress were taken to task here today by 
Senator George for their continued outspoken question- 
‘ing of the sincerity of peace moves by Russia since the 


death of Premier Stalin. 


The veteran Georgia senator, 
ranking minority member of the 
influential Senate @foreign rela- 
tions committee, characterized 
such attacks as “‘most regret- 
table.’’ He called on administra- 
tion leaders, as well as. both 
parties in Congress, to exercise 
more restraint in questioning the 
motives of Russia while the peace 
moves are being made. 

George did not single out any 
individual-for criticism, but Sen- 
ator Wiley (Rep., Fisc.), chair- 
man of the foreign relations body, 
made a week end statement in 
which he referred to the peace 
gestures as ‘“‘phony.”’ 

He suggested that Russia’s 
prime objective may be to buy 
time for a Communist move into 
the Near East to gain a bridge 
toward Africa. 

Previously, Senator Taft of 
Ohio had said that while the over- 
tures must be followed up he 
believes Russia is “trying to fool 
us.”’ 

“It is most regrettable,’’ George 
told The Constitution in an inter- 
view, ‘“‘that statements are -be- 
ing made and repeated in high 
circles openly questioning Rus- 
sia’s motives. Nothing is to be 
gained by attacks of this kind. 

“While it is natural that a cer- 
tain amount of skepticism may 
exist as to the real intentions of 
Russia, we do not help the situa- 
tion by denouncing the peace 
moves as dishonestly made. Our 


policy should be to explore the. 


matter cautiously’and give the 
Russian government an oppor- 


( 


tunity to prove its sincerity.” 

The Georgia senator said there 
has apparently been a ‘‘definite 
change of attitude in Russia’’ 
since Stalin’s death. 


“We should not be giving ex- 
pression to critical statements 
questioning their motives during 
such a period of transition,’’ he 
added. ‘“‘Time will tell what the 
purpose of the Russian move is. 
In the meantime, we should not 
discourage them from making 
peaceful gestures by _ raising 
doubts as to their. honesty or 
hurling abuse at them for what 
they are doing.’’

municipality to make it a penal 
offense to operate a motor ve- 
hicle under the influence of in- 
toxicants. State law dating back 
to 1910 makes such an offense 
punishable as a misdemeanor, he 
noted. 


OTHER OFFENSES 

Justice Almand said that if a 
municipality could make drunken 
driving a penal offense the mu- 
nicipality also could enact penal 
ordinances against  larcency, 
adultery, assault and battery and 
other offenses punishable by state 
law. 
This, he said, could result in 
‘unjust and unequal enforcement 
of law.”’ 
The decision pointed out that 
a person arrested in Atlanta for 
drunken driving could be tried 
under: the city ordinance without 
a jury and be sentenced-to a $500 
fine and 60 days’ imprisonment. 

A person arrested for a similar 
offense out in the county could 
be tried by a jury and be sen- 
tenced to as much as 12 months 
on public works, six months in 
jail and fined $1,000 under state 
law, Justice Almand added. 


Such a situation, he said, would 
not provide ‘‘equal justice,’’ and 
he declared that ‘“‘the General 
Assembly clearly did not intend 
such incongruous results.”’ 


CANDLER DISSENTS 


In a dissenting opinion, Justice 
Tom Candler said several previ- 
ous decisions support the conten- 
tion that the General Assembly 
may expressly authorize munici- 
palities to provide punishment for 
acts adversely affecting the 
‘“‘health, peace and good order of 
the community, notwithstanding 
that such acts already are made 
penal under the general laws of 
the state.” | 


Justice Candler said such an 
act might constitute an offense 
against both the general public 
statutes of the state and against 
the municipality and th&t both 
the state and the municipality 
might impose punishment without 
violating constitutional principles. 

A single act could thus consti- 
tute a double offense, he contin- 
ued, and a municipality should 
have separate remedy and right 
to impose punishment for such an 
act peculiarly affecting the peace 
and good order of the com- 
munity. 

Informed of the decision, City 
Atty. Jack Savage said the city 
has no further recourse and that 
the Municipal Court will no 
longer attempt to try cases in- 
volving drunken driving.

FEARS IN GENEVA 

The West’s fears are to some 
extent concentrated here in Ge- 
neva for the next few days, where 
trade officials from Eastern and 


Western Europe are exchanging 
views on the prospects of en- 
larging East-West trade. One 
thing, and almost the only thing 
that .all Western delegates seem 
to agree upon is that, in the 
unlikely event that Russia were 
fo reveal a major change in in- 
ternational economic policy,: or 
even a fairly big waver in her 
policy line, there is no agree- 
ment in the West as to what the 
West should then do. 


But while officials worry and 
economists calculate, Europe’s 
economic prospects are being al- 
tered daily by events that can 
be recorded but not controlled— 
certainly not by Europe. The pol- 
iticians and the general public 
are having for the first time to 
face the fact that such mod- 
erate success as Western Europe 
has had in keeping her national 
economies functioning depends to 
an unhealthy degree on a contin- 
uance of arrangements that are 
essentially nothing but Western 
reactions to the tensions of the 
cold war. 


Whether or not the entire pro- 
gram of American aid to Europe 
since the war should be put in 
this category, and most Euro 
peans would now agree that it 
should, the program of military 
aid and the huge military outlays 
of the Atlantic Pact Nations on 
armaments clearly should. 


REDUCTIONS 


Any serious reduction in their 
own armament burdens’ would 
make it easier for the Western 
European nations to devote their 


serious reduction in United States 
military expenditures, one clear 
possibility if the cold war ends, 
would remove one of the main 
props of Western European eco- 
nomic activity, first by reducing 
direct dollar expenditures in Eu- 
rope, and second, by causing (so 
Europeans fear) a tapering off in 
United States business activity 
and lower American imports. 
Europe’s trouble is that it cannot 
get the good effects of less re- 
armament without the bad. 


Sensitive commodities, such as 
tin, zinc, rubber and lead have 
fallen sharply in*price in the last 
two weeks. This makes Europe’s 
bill for import: lower, but at the 
same time cuts the dollar earn- 
fngs of dependent areas affiliated 
with the European currency sys- 
tems. Again Europe is inclined 
to take a dark view and assume 
that the bad effects will be 
breater than the good, mainly be- 
cause the commodity trend 1s 


would have to be completed to 
enable Europe to earn its way, 
may come long before the ad- 
justments have been made. 


What really gives the Western 
European governments and busi- 
nessmen the shivvers is that 
these developments coincide with 
a series of moves on the part of 
the United States government that 
have made the rest of the West- 
ern communities’ chances of ad- 
justing to a cessation of. the cold 
war worse rather than better. 
Even with continued heavy Amer- 
ican expenditures abroad, it has 
been said so often as to become 
a cliche, that greater freedom

IMPORT STRESS 


Along with the fear that falling 
military and aid outlays may re- 
move some $2,000,000,000 yearly 
from Europe’s dollar income,

Spring Cleaning 


Organization Can Speed 
Room-to-Room Chores 


By DOTTY LUNDY 
The condition of your walls and woodwork can tell the tale 
between a sparkling interior and a drab one. Most wall finishes 
and coverings can be safely washed with soapy water. If you’re 


in doubt, test on a hidden spot. 


Dust painted walls with a wall mop or soft cloth wound over 
a broom. Wipe one section at a time with thick soap suds on a 


sponge or cloth, then wipe dry. 
Asphalt tile, coated or plastic- 


ized fabric, cork and linoleum 
can take the same treatment. 
Ditto for washable wallpaper. 

Wipe cupboards, moldings, 
door and window frames with 
cloth. When woodwork wax gets 
gummy, remove it. Wash with 
a soapy cloth, rinse and dry 
before rewaxing. 

Spread washable window 
shades out flat. Scrub with dry 
suds on a cloth or brush. Rinse 


with damp cloth, taking care 
not to get the shade too wet. 
Wash one entire side before 
starting the other. 

If you’re cataloging the big 
jobs, better set aside a whole 
day for the windows. Wash 
with warm soapy water con- 
taining a few drops of kerosene 
and a little bluing for extra 
sparkle. A bottle-washing brush 


dipped in stds picks up dust 
from corners of window pane 
molding. Rinse with warm 
water and polish dry with 
clean, lintless cloth. 

Dust venetian blinds with a 
lamb’s wool duster or vacuum 
attachment. Then tilt slats 
down and wipe with a cloth 
or sponge wrung almost dry 
from warm soapsuds. Repeat 
with slats turned up. 


Scrub tapes on both sides 
with a well-lathered brush and 
lift the opened blind up and 
down through suds and rinses. 
Drain, wipe and let blinds hang 
free while drying to prevent 
tapes from shrinking. 

Since the kitchen is such a 
livedin area it’s doubtful that 
you’ll have to do any special 
cleaning there except for win- 
dows and woodwork.

2 Types of Asthma 
Can Be Alarming 


Cardiac asthma and bron- 
chial asthma are different con- 
ditions. The first is a heart dis- 
turbance; the second, an aller- 
gic disorder affecting the bron- 
chi. Physicians are able to dis- 
tinguish one from the other but 
when in doubt special tests are 
performed. 

Several years ago the wife of 
a colleague called me in des- 
peration at 3 a. m.; her hus- 
band was gasping for breath 
and might die at any moment. 
From her description, I thought 
so too, and hurried as fast as I 
could; it took me no more than 
five minutes to get there. 

On arriving, I found the pa- 
tient resting quietly in a chair, 
looking frightened but otherwise 
no different than usual. 

According to his story, this 
man had awakened from a 
sound sleep with a feeling of 
suffocation as though someone 
were sitting on his chest or 
squeezing his neck. He sat up 
to ‘catch his breath’’ and when 
this failed he rushed to the open 
window for air. It was at that 
point his wife called me. 

Within two minutes after she 
hung up he began to improve 
and by the time I reached their 
home he was comfortable. He 
appreciated my coming but was 
obviously exhausted and wanted 
me to leave so that he could go 
back to bed. This he did and 
slept soundly until morning. 

My colleague had heart trou- 
ble and the attack of cardiac 
asthma was-a sign that his old 
ticker had failed. On falling 
asleep, the blood pressure 
drops, and the pulse and res- 
pirations are slowed. When 
these changes are not tolerated 
the individual is awakened sud- 
denly and begins to struggle for 
air in an effort to remain alive. 

Mild bouts often last less than 
15 minutes but when they are 
severe the victim’s life is at 
stake. It is an acute emergency 
that usually requires oxygen 
and hypodermics. Occasionally 
blood is withdrawn to lessen the 
load on the heart (phlebotomy). 
As an alternative, tourniquets 
are applied temporarily to all 
four extremities to trap a large 
volume of circulatory blood un- 
til the heart ‘‘get its second 
wind.’’ To avoid gangrene, the 
tourniquets are removed peri- 
odically, first from one extremi- 
ty and then from another. 

Bronchial asthma is an al- 
lergic disturbance with the 
same basic mechanism that 
produces hives in some and hay 
fever in othérs. Wheezing is 
pronounced, especially in the 
expiratory phase of breathing. 

Between attacks the person 
is normal unless a chronic 
bronchial condition coexists. 
The bout usually is precipi- 
tated by inhaling, eating, or 
touching a substance to which 
the victim is overly sensitive.

At various times, 
he blandly told interviewers 
that he’d been born in St. 
Petersburg, Russia, or Balti- 
more. 


Whistler himself, like Edgar 
Allan Poe, had attended West 
Point. While Whistler was 
there, the commandant was 
Robert E. Lee. Even at the 
academy, Whistler rebelled at 
regimentation but it was chem- 
istry that exploded him out at 
the end of his third year. The 
chemistry prof asked him to 
identify silicon. Fumbling 
around in his mind, Whistler 
suggested that it was a gas.

Senators Russell (Dem., Ga.) 
and Thye (Rep., Minn.) told Ag- 
riculture Secretary Benson at.a 
Senate appropriations subcommit- 
tee hearing they were disturbed 
by an administration recom- 
mendation that only 140 milliom 
dollars be authorized for a soil 
conservation subsidy program 
next year. Congress had author- 
ized 250 million for the program 
this year. 

“The time has come,” Benson 
said, ‘“‘when we must face the 
hard facts of squaring our spend- 
ing with our income.” 


REVISED BUDGET 
Benson laid before the subcom- 


' mittee a revised budget for his 
department which would cut a to- 
tal of 130 million dollars in ap- 
propriations and loan authoriza- 
tions—exclusive of loans for 
price support operations—trom a 

- budget proposed by the Truman 
administration. The new budget, 
with Eisenhower’s approval, was 
submitted to the House appro- 
priations committee several 
weeks ago. 

Under the conservation subsidy 
program, the department pays 
farmers up to 60 per cent of the 
cost of lime and fertilizers ap- 
plied to their soil. It also pays 
part of the cost of other con- 
servation practices, such as con- 
touring and terracing fields, plant- 
ing trees and other permanent- 
type measures. 

Benson would cut out the sub- 
sidy for lime and fertilizer, ex- 
cept for initial applications on 
fields converted from crops to 
pastures. 


$500 MILLION IN 30’s 

Declaring the program started 
out in the 1930’s with an annual 
appropriation of 500 million dol- 
lars, Russell said he doubted it 
would be very effective at the 
proposed Benson level of 140 mil- 
lion. Thye agreed.
